I recall whimsicaily that some years 
ago a British General lay siege to the 
city of Sind in India, and after its cap- 
ture his message to the War Ministry 
was in a single Latin word, “Peccavi,” 
which I translate for those who are not 
educated in the humanities, “I have 
sinned.” In no sense of whimsy, I find 
myself a profoundly normal Episcopalian 
who can recite one part of the General 
Confession with singular sincerity, “I 
have left undone those things which I 
ought to have done.” Perhaps I should have said “we” and not 
meant it editorially. This is a public apology for a very reluc- 
tant tribute to those who should have had greater and con- 
tinuing recognition through the recent years—our Diocesan 
Missionaries—namely, those serving in the Overseas field. 
The only possible excuse I can discover or plead lies in the 
fact that, to my mind, missionary service is indivisible. There 
is, too, an added awareness that those who are ministering in 
lands beyond the seas are so conscious of the privilege of their 
contemporary tours of duty that they deprecate any special 
ecclesiastical or other commendation. 

Few realize that we have at present ten devoted men and 
women whom the Diocese has sent into eight of our overseas 
fields. The dean of this honored group is Deaconess Mary E-S. 
Dawson at the Mission of St. Francis of Assissi in Upi, Min- 
danao, in the Philippine Islands. She is the daughter of one 
of our priests and a graduate of St. Margaret’s House when it 
was a Deaconess Training School. Hers has been a long and 
notable service in the Islands now under the jurisdiction of 
Bishop Ogilby. It may be remembered that the Rev. James

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Dean Pike to Take 
Coadjutor Post

Ed. Note—One of the most diffi- 
cult aspects of publishing a monthly 
magazine is the matter of deadlines.

As of 
this date, the Consecration service 
for the Very Rev. James A. Pike has 
not yet been scheduled. None of the 
participants has been chosen. Con- 
sents from a majority of standing 
committees are in hand, but the con- 
sents of the Bishops have not yet 
been received. There is, in short, 
almost no data available. About 
April 20, final proofs for the maga- 
zine will be in the editor’s hands. At 
this time, proper dates will be in- 
serted, and other minor changes 
made. Then the story, for better or 
worse, will be published. Therefore, 
the editor apologizes in advance for 
inaccuracies that must occur, and 
for vague and inadequate statements. 
It this, or no story at all! 


Ascension Day, May 15, has been chosen 
as the date for the Consecration of the 
Very Rev. James A. Pike, Dean of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, New 
York City, as Coadutor Bishop of the 
Diocese of California. On that date, with 
the Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, Pre- 
siding Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, as chief consecrator, the New 
York Dean will assume his new office, and 
accept the position which will ultimately 
lead to his becoming the fifth Bishop of 
California. 


The service, which will be held in 
Grace Cathedral, will, of necessity, be 
limited only to those who hold tickets to 
the Consecration. These tickets are now 
available through clergy of the various 
churches, and should be requested at once. 
It is expected that a capacity throng will 
be on hand to view the service, the first 
held in the Cathedral since 1950, when 
the Rt. Rev. Henry H. Shires was conse- 
crated Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese. 

The service will begin with a solemn 
procession of clergy and participants

epistle, and Gospel are provided for the 
service of consecration of a Bishop, and 
these will be read by various ministers. 
Foliowing the sermon, the elected 
Bishop, vested only in his rochet (the long 
white garment with puffed sleeves) will 
be presented by two other Bishops to the 
Presiding Bishop, who will be seated in a 
chair in the sanctuary. Immediately after 
the presentation, various ministers will 


read “testimonials” from the lectern. These 
testimonials will include the evidence of 
his election to be Coadjutor Bishop, as 
well as evidence of his ordination to the 
offices of Dean and Priest, respectively. 
Following the reading of the testimonials, 
the Bishop-elect must make the following 
promise: 

“In the Name of God, Amen. I, 
James Albert Pike, chosen Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
California, do promise conformity 
and obedience to the Doctrine, Dis- 
cipline, and Worship of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America. So help me God, 
through Jesus Christ.” 

When the Bishop-elect has read his 

romise, the Presiding Bishop will ask 
lee the congregation’s prayers, and these 
will include the use of the Litany for 
Ordinations in the Prayer Book, with the. 
proper Suffrage for Bishops included, as 
well as two special collects. Then the 
Presiding Bishop will proceed to question 
the Bishop-elect regarding his faith and 
calling, in the words of the Prayer Book 
Form for the Consecrating of Bishops. 

Dramatic high point of the service will 
follow immediately, when, as Dean Pike

Bishop Parsons Recalls Memories 


Of Dean James Wilme 


By BISHOP EDWARD L. PARSONS 


The Reverend James Wilmer Gresham 
came to us in 1904, to be rector of Trinity 
Church, San Jose, bringing with him all 
the flavor of his southern upbringing and 
earlier associations. Delightful and friend- 
ly, he won people immediately, and very 
soon came to be recognized as one of the 
leading clergy of the Diocese. 

When the Reverend David Evans re- 
signed the rectorship of Grace Church, 
San Francisco, the details had been com- 
pleted for merging the old Grace Church, 
which had been erected after the earth- 
quake and fire on the corner where the 
Diocesan House now stands, into the new 
Cathedral project. Consequently, Mr. 
Evans’ successor would be the first Dean, 
and as Bishop Nichols looked to the build- 
ing, he felt satisfied that Mr. Gresham was 
the man for the position. 

It was with great enthusiasm that the 
new Dean entered upon his work. There 
was a substantial congregation, partly of 
old Grace Church and partly of newcom- 
ers since the fire. Although the Dean was 
of course a member of the Chapter, the 
Bishop took the lead in all matters con- 
cerning the new plans. He had aiready 
chosen the architect, and had raised the 
money for the first unit, which was called 
the Founders Crypt and which still stands 
as the Old Crypt. 

With the chief responsibility resting 
upon the Bishop and Chapter, the Dean 
was free to lay emphasis on that part of 
his work which was nearest to his heart. 
He was always a great pastor. The small 
church was soon crowded to overflowing 
and everybody was looking forward to the 
completion of the crypt and the provision 
in that way for an adequate housing of 
the growing congregation. 

But these were not easy years even 
though the Bishop had relieved him of 
ultimate responsibility concerning the 
structure of the projected Cathedral. The 
Dean had to face ail the problems that 
come up as the congregation began to 
adjust itself to its new housing. He had 
to face the immense problems when later 
on the plans were completely changed and 
the present building began to be erected. 
The Chapel of Grace, which was first fin- 
ished, was not large enough to hold the 
congregation. The flooring was carried 
out over the adjacent baptistry; in one 
way or another further difficulties were 
met; and ultimately the present structure 
was completed. There were the vears of 
the depression when money did not come 
flooding into the Cathedral treasury. There

were, as always, critics of the new plans, 
but always the Dean met them with cour- 
age, with insight, and with deep convic- 
tion. 

There were also problems of living. He 
and Mrs. Gresham lived in what was little 
more than a wooden cottage just inside 
the gate of the cathedral yard. When the 
Divinity School moved to Berkeley and 
the present Cathedral House was bought 
by the Cathedral Chapter, the Dean and 
Mrs. Gresham took over the apartment 
originally provided for the Dean of the 
Divinity School. Later the long stairways 
proved too much for Mrs. Gresham and 
they moved to an apartment at Green and 
Baker streets. After her death the Dean 
did not settle permaneatly until he bought 
a house of his own on 14th Avenue; there 
he lived during most of the years of his 
retirement. 

And what kind of a man was he? First 
of all, he was a mystic. I have always 
thought that if he had lived in the Fif- 
teenth century in the Rhineland he would 
certainly have been one of the Friends of 
God with Tauler, the writer of “Theologia 
Germanica,” and the rest of them. They 
were mystics who in full loyalty to the 
church, nevertheless had found their way 
to God directly, and believed that the 
various rites and ceremonies of the church 
were desirable helps, but did not belong 
to the essence of their religious faith. So 
it was with Wilmer Gresham. He was a 
loyal son of his Church, but his own re- 
ligious faith lay deep down below the 
outward customs and their ceremonies

Prayer Book Cross 
Commemoration Scheduled 


June 9 has been set as the date for the 
annual Prayer Book Cross pilgrimage in 
Golden Gate Park, commemorating the 
379th anniversary of the first recorded 
religious service in English and first use 
of the Book of Common Prayer in what 
is now North America. The original serv- 
ice, on St. John the Baptist’s day in 1579, 
was directed by Chaplain Francis Fletcher 
at a tiny cove near present-day Inverness, 
and was conducted for a landing party 
from Admiral Sir Francis Drake's flag- 
ship, “The Golden Hinde.” 

The June service, which will take the 
form of a litany, will be sung by choirs 
and parishioners from the whole Diocese, 
who will gather at 11 a.m. at the foot of 
the cross near the Nineteenth Avenue 
bridge, and will process up the path to 
the cross which stands upon a knoll. The 
service is sponsored by members of the 
Churchman’s Roundtable, a layman's or- 
ganization which meets monthly in down- 
town San Francisco. 


Deaconess Octavia Drake 


Called by Death

Deaconess Octavia Drake, who on 
March 1 slipped quietly away into her 
eternal home, belonged to the early days 
of St. Margaret’s House. She graduated in 
1913, at the time the school was carried 
on under the direction of Deaconess 
Hodgkin in a rented house on Fulton 
Street in Berkeley. After her graduation 
a short period of work at Trinity Church, 
Oakland, was followed by some years in 
the Northwest, teaching at the Annie 
Wright Seminary in Tacoma, and working 
in various other positions. 

In 1930 she came back to San Francisco 
to assist Dr. Charles Deems, then rector 
of Trinity Church. She worked especially 
with young people, but there are many 
who will remember her tender help with 
the sick. For twenty years she lived in a 
crowded little apartment on the corner of 
Bush Street just across Gough Street from 
the church. That little apartment was a 
center of warm hospitality. With periods 
of ill health to hamper her, she continued 
as long as she was able, the ministry to 
the sick and needy at Lagunda Honda 
Home, where she was a familiar figure 
comforting the sick, cheering the de- 
pressed, smoothing out discontents, help- 
ing to get the chapel ready for services. 

There are many such followers of our 
Lord, who live humble lives of service. 
They are easily forgotten in this hurried 
world. But those who have known Octavia 
Drake over the years she worked among 
us will not forget her. E. L. P. 
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Military Academy 
Possibility Explored 


Plans are being completed by the Bishop 
and Diocesan Council for the acquisition 
by the Diocese of California of title to the 
San Rafael Military Academy, well known 
boys’ school in Marin County. The possi- 
bility was opened up when the Board of 
Trustees of the Academy approached the 
Diocese with the offer to turn the school 
over to the Diocese at no cost to the 
Church in the interests of perpetuating its 
future. 

Incidental to the transfer, however, is 
the requirement that the Diocese exercise 
an existing option to buy adjacent prop- 
erty at a cost of $300,000. This option 
must be exercised by June 30, 1960. The 
property is located in the heart of San 
Rafael, and has been appraised at a much 
higher figure. 

Following audit of the school’s books 
and other investigation, the Council agreed 
to pursue the matter, barring unforeseen 
developments. The name of the school will 
be retained, but it would be operated as 
a church-related institution, and the pres- 
ent Board of Directors would be replaced 
over a period of time by Episcopal church- 
men. The school is some 69 years old and 
is currently operating at a profit of ap- 
proximately $40,000 per year. Acquisi- 
tion of the school would fill a need for a 
church-related secondary school which has 
long been expressed in this area. 


Okinawa Church Asks 
Names of War Dead 


All Souls’ Church, the English-speaking 
congregation of the Episcopal Mission in 
Okinawa, has announced that it is building 
a church, parish house and rectory as a 
memorial to those who lost their lives in 
the Battle of Okinawa, which began on 
Easter morning, 1945, and lasted for 90 
days. 

It has been estimated that more than 
20,000 Americans, 110,000 Japanese, and 
an untold number of Okinawans were 
killed in the battle. The new chapel will 
be to the memory of all of these soldiers, 
regardless of religion and nationality. 

It is desired that a permanent record 
be kept of those who fell in the battle 
for Okinawa, and for this purpose All 
Souls’ is requesting that anyone having 
knowledge of soldiers, sailors, airmen or 
marines who fell in Okinawa send in such 
information. The names should be sent 
to the Rev. Peyton G. Craighill, All Souls’ 
Church, Box 47, Naha Central Post Office, 
Naha, Okinawa. 

The site of the new church will consist 
of three acres of high ground overlooking 
the East China Sea at Hacksaw Ridge, one 
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The Vicar is the Rev. Alan Downey.

The Rev. John Duddington, former rec- 
tor of Holy Trinity Church, Manila, P. I., 
was instituted recently as chaplain to 
Episcopal students at Stanford University, 
and has taken up his work there.

The Rev. Mr. Duddington, who, with 
his wife, is making his home at Canterbury 
House, filled a vacancy left last fall with 
the departure of Miss Beth Young, who 
is now college worker at Rutgers Univer- 
sity in New Jersey. His work will involve 
organization of Canterbury activities, and 
counseling of Episcopal and other students. 

A native of Altrincham, England, the 
chaplain was ordained in 1925 by the 
Bishop of Lincoln.

New Building for St. Martin’s 


Service of Dedication was held on Easter 
Sunday afternoon for the new Parish Hall- 
Classroom building of St. Martin’s Church 
in the Westlake area of Daly City. Off- 
ciant at the service was Bishop Shires, 
assisted by the Vicar, the Rev. Alan Dow- 
ney, and by the Rev. Canons Edward B. 
Ferguson and Richard Byfield and the Rev. 
Thomas Chesterman. 

The new building, built at a cost of 
some $100,000, is a 2-story structure with 
a parish hall seating some 300 people, to 
be used as a church for the time being, 
arid with classrooms in the above-ground 
basement. Office space and a kitchen are 
included in the main floor plan. Designed 
by Church Architect Francis Constable, 
the design is a modified California mission 
style, with colorful medallions on the cross 
pieces in the nave, and other marks which 
have made Mr. Constable’s architecture 
distinctive in the Diocese. 

The building was constructed by the 
firm of Henry Doelger and Co., who were 
the developers of the area in which the 
Church is located. It is of stucco con- 
struction, with natural wood and glass 
playing a prominent part in the detail 
work. 

The congregation was founded about 
three years ago, and the Rev. Mr. Downey 
is the second resident Vicar. Meetings 
have been held in the Westlake commu- 
nity auditorium while building plans were 
under way. There are approximately 200 
families in the congregation at the pres- 
ent time.

Californians who recall the 1915 Pan- 
ama Pacific International Exposition with 
nostalgia will be happy to know that the 
statue of a winged man which adorned a 
90-foot glass column at the “Rising Sun” 
Fountain in the Court of the Universe is 
now enhancing the Garden Court at St. 
Luke’s Hospital in San Francisco. 

An original work by the well known 
sculptor, Adolph Alexander Weinmann, 
the bronze statue was bought by Mr. Noel 
T. Arnold at the close of the Exposition. 
In the words of John D. Barry from his 
book “The City of Domes,” “In the Rising 
Sun, Weinmann has succeeded in putting 
into the figure of the Youth life, motion 
and joy ... looking at that figure ready 
to spread its wings, one felt as if it were 
really about to sweep into the air.” The 
Exposition architect said, “It isn’t often 
that you see sculpture of such imaginative 
quality.” These quotations are evidence of 
the acclaim acknowledged by all who saw 
the statue. 

The companion piece, “Descending 
Night,” is now in the Garden of the Hunt- 
ington Library in Pasadena.

Campaign Now Under Way to Raise 
Funds for Proposed Alcoholic Hostel 


Full-scale financial campaign is now 
under way to raise money for the establish- 
ment of the “Protestant Episcopal Hostel” 
for alcoholic men. An option has been 
taken on property at Fell and Steiner 
Streets in the Western Addition of San 
Francisco, and it is hoped that the pur- 
chase can be completed in the near future, 
according to the Rev. George Ridgway, 
chairman of the Board of Governors for 
the Hostel. 

The campaign, which will be handled 
largely by direct mail, is under the direc- 
tion of the Rev. Alan Humrickhouse, rec- 
tor of Trinity Church, San Francisco, who 
is a member of the Board. He is assisted 
by the Rev. Canon Richard Byfield, who 
is preparing publications; Miss Avice An- 
nette, and other members of the Board of 
Governors, as well as by volunteer help 
from Alcoholics Anonymous and other in- 
terested groups. The Rev. Al McVickers, 
who is experienced in alcoholic hostel 
work, is serving as advisor to the project. 

Plans call for the opening of the hostel 
as soon as possible, with space available 
for approximately 50 guests. Not a hos- 
pital or “drying-out” place, the hostel will 
cater to men who, having achieved so- 
briety, are anxious to have a place to live 
while they re-establish themselves in so- 


ciety. The guests will pay room and board, 
although credit will be extended in deserv- 
ing cases. It is hoped that the hostel will 
meet a need which has long been felt in 
San Francisco, which has one of the high- 
est incidences of alcoholism in the United 
States.

‘Trinity Playhouse’ Is 
New Social Experiment 


A new experiment in community serv- 
ice, called “Trinity Playhouse,” is under 
way at Trinity Church in San Francisco 
under the direction of the rector, the Rev. 
Alan Humrickhouse. Held every Saturday 
afternoon from 1 to 4 p.m., the playhouse, 
which is for parish and neighborhood 
children, features folk-dancing, costume 
designing, puppets, arts and crafts, stories 
and games. Also, a course in training the 
speaking voice for those taking parts in 
plays is offered, with lendiatshles be trained 
instructors. Heading the list of instruc- 
tors is Mrs. Roberta Mack of Puppeteers 
of America. Children of other parishes 
are also invited to attend, the rector said.

Something spectacular seems to have 
happened in the Diocese of California 
this past year. A review of the E.M.C. eval- 
uation forms sent out this past fall shows 
the giving level of the Diocese increasing 
by 64% over the previous year while the 
number of pledging families increased by 
6%! If these figures are true for all the 
parishes and missions, the Diocese must 
have enjoyed a near record increase and 
should be somewhere near the top for the 
whole Church! The indicated increase is 
almost twice the national average as re- 
ported recently by the National Council 
of Churches. In some of the parishes and 
missions the giving level is as much as 
seven times the national average for the 
Episcopal Church and ranks with the 
highest reported by any denomination! 

While the picture, parish by parish, 
varies considerably, there were several out- 
standing examples of Christian steward- 
ship. Of course, there was not a complete 
return from the Diocese but a sufficient 
number did respond to provide an accu- 
rate basis for sound conclusions. About 
40% of the parishes and missions provided 
a complete report and these represented a 
good cross section of the Diocese. Many of 
those reporting did not follow the sugges- 
tions of the Department of Promotion in 
their approach to the canvass; thus it is 
possible to compare a variety of ap- 
proaches and methods. 


High Giving Records 


Among the outstanding examples of 
achievement were two of the newer mis- 
sions. So far as our records show, St. 
Andrew's, Saratoga, has the highest per 
Capita giving in the Diocese. This mission 
was organized in the early summer of 1957 
and held its first canvass in August of 
1957. 

Highest in percentage giving, that is, 
in relation to the income level, is St. 
Christopher's, San Lorenzo. This, too, is 
one of the young missions which was 
established just over one year ago. While 
there may have been others in the Diocese 
who achieved better results they are un- 
known to us at this point. 

In addition to the two cited above, both 
St. Mark’s, Santa Clara, and Holy Trinity, 
Menlo Park, achieved outstanding success. 
St. Mark’s increased their budget by about 
300% and Holy Trinity by more than

100%. Of course, there were other not- 
able successes but the limitations of space 
preclude the mention of them all. 

A negative note was evidenced by 
the fact that only 65% of the families 
canvassed made a pledge. Many lIccal 
factors determine the number of 
families to be canvassed. In some 
cases parishes use the canvass as a 
parish inventory. In other instances 
fringe families were called upon to 
determine their relationship with the 
parish. Whatever the causes of the 
spread between the number can- 
vassed and the number pledging, it 
is obvious there is a substantial area 
untouched by the basic teaching of 
the Church on stewardship. Perhaps 
one factor is the difficulty of com- 
municating downward to the fringes 
of the parish family. It does suggest 
a rather large mission field within 
the fold, or at least on the edge of 
the fold. It has been our experience 
that the non-pledging families sel- 
dom support the Church in other 
ways. 

Thirty-five per cent seems a rather large 
periphery for whatever cause and should 
be a matter for serious concern. We do 
not pretend to know the answer to this 
problem but certainly a long, hard look at 
the kind of relationship these people have 
with the Church is imperative. 


Materials Used 


Interpretive material received with the 
reports covered a whole range of content 
and kind. Many used letters accompanied 
by printed material. In general the study 
indicates that carefuily prepared local 
material obtained the best results. By local 
material, we mean brochures, letters, etc., 
prepared by the parish. Most of the ma- 
terial reflected clear and concise treat- 
ments of stewardship teachings. 

It may be a coincidence but the two 
parishes showing the greatest discrepancy 
between the number canvassed and the 
response (52% and 49%) both used the 
same basic approach, that is, material em- 
gg the dollar breakdown of the 

udget. There is considerable feeling that 
the predetermined budget is a handicap 
and does not really give the parishioner 
‘an opportunity to respond affirmatively 
to his own stewardship needs and respon-

sibilities. Differences of opinion exist on 
this point but the evidence seems to sub- 
stantiate the fact that people do not re- 
spond well to this approach. 

Comments were asked on the material 
prepared by the National Council and by 
the Diocese. It should be said that neither 
the National Council nor the Diocesan 
brochure were intended to be more than 
supplementary and informative. A few 
answers indicated an understanding of the 
purpose of the materials other than the 
above. Since no pride of authorship is in- 
volved we are able to view with some 
objectivity the comments which ranged 
from “of no value,” “adequate,” “not bad,” 
“very good” to “excellent.” We are in- 
clined to agree with all these for much of 
the value depended on the use to which 
they were put and on the local approach. 

Responses to the query about the kinds 
of material desired from the two sources 
covered almost the same range as the 
comments listed above. A few more or 
less politely suggested the best contribu- 
tion from both the National Council and 
the Diocese would be complete silence. 
Fortunately for our peace of mind, these 
were in the minority! At the other ex- 
treme were a few requests for material 
that would require at least a good sized 
book. For the most part there seems to be 
a large demand for some sort of handbook 
on methods and a definitive pamphlet on 
tithing. This last obviously comes from 
those now committed to the principle. We 
are giving serious thought to the need for 
the handbook and hope to have one ready 
by May or early June. We welcome fur- 
ther suggestions from both priests and 
laymen as to what should be included in 
such a book. Among the questions we 
must decide are these: Should it be pre- 
pared for chairman and rector only, or 
should it be available to all canvassers? 
Should it be printed or reproduced in 
mimeograph form? We have a feeling 
that an adequate book should be produced 
in a form to last for several years but 
have some question about the cost and 
demand. Your suggestions and comments 
will be most welcome. 


Missions Set Pace 


In analyzing the reports the most ob- 
vious and dramatic factor was the pace 
being set by the missions. We have indi- 
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cated above the accomplishments of three 
of the missions: As a group the missions 
are pledging at least 50% above the 
parish level! Coupled with the fact that 
most of the missions are located in areas 
of young families many of whom have not 
reached their highest income potential, 
the difference is even more striking. By 
most criteria the mission families repre- 
sent the group least able to give sub- 
stantial amounts. They are, generaliy 
speaking, young families with heavy finan- 
cial responsibilities. Many of them are 
just beginning to achieve stability in their 
chosen professions. Almost all of them 
are buying a house and household appli- 
ances. 

Despite all the differential in probable 
ability, the average pledge in the mission 
is about $2.90 per week per piedging 
family! The average parish pledge is 


slightly below $2.00 per week! Even a 


cursory look at locations of urban parishes 
reveal the fact that many of them are 
located in the more favored income areas. 
The combined record of parishes and 
missions indicates the average family 
pledge for 1958 will be about $2.40 per 
week, up from a reported $1.54 in 1957 
and more than double the $1.15 reported 
for 1956. Contrasted with the national 
average of slightly over $1.00 it wouid 
appear the families of the Diocese of 
California are responding to the twin 
needs of self and Church. 

Perhaps the most significant difference 
revealed in the study was the contrast 
between the parishes and missions holding 
and teaching the tithe and those using 
some other.teaching. The following table 
illustrates the point.

Two parishes in each group used a pro- 
fessional firm in special canvasses. Of 
added significance is the fact that some 
of the non-tithing parishes are located in 
the highest income areas of the Diocese! 
Giving Ability Cited 

When viewed in relation to giving 
ability another dimension is added. The 
study revealed the average family income 
in the Diocese is in excess of $6,500 per 
year. Last year in the E.M.C. workshops 
we used the figure $5,000 for purposes of 
illustration. This proved to be a most 
conservative figure as we then suspected 
and stated. We suspect this income figure 
will cause some surprise, yet it is well to 
remember that the average income for an 
industrial worker in the United States is 
“in excess of $4,000 per year and it is a 
safe assumption that California is ahead 
of the national average. Another factor 


to be considered is that San Mateo County 
was characterized as the second richest 
county in the United States, in personal 
per capita income, by a national business 
magazine. We have knowledge ot a scien- 
tific marketing study made in one of the 
cities of San Mateo County, not the wealth- 
iest, which showed the average income for 
the city to be about $8,000 per year after 
state and federal taxes! 

The study shows that some of the high- 
est pledging is in parishes and missions in 
the lower income areas. One San Fran- 
cisco parish with an average income in the 
area weli below the Diocesan average is 
at or above the Diocesan average in the 
per capita pledge. Several missions in the 
Monterey area show a similar pace-setting 
record. Contrast this with a city parish in 
an income area well above the Diocesan 
average but with an average pledge of 
slightly in excess of $1.00 per week! 


The most important aspect of all 
the statistics and contrasts lies in the 
great potential revealed. If, for ex- 
ample, all parishes and missions were 
giving at the same level as those 
reported above in the table of tithing 
parishes and missions, there would 
be very little which would be beyond 
the immediate capacity of the Dio- 
cese. 

Parish Life Involved 


Another factor arises out of personal 
observation. We have been privileged to 
see many of the parishes and missions in 
action. In some cases we have analyzed 
the potential of the congregation and 
observed the spirit of the group. In every 
case there is a direct and inescapable reia- 
tionship between the giving records and 
the dynamic life of the entire parish fam- 
ily. We say this in relation to those we 
have observed. It may be a case of “the 
chicken or the egg” but we have yet to 
see a congregation with a high giving rec- 
ord that was not at the same time a 
dynamic parish. We do not imply that 
parishes with a low giving record are not 
dynamic in other areas. 

There are more than 22,000 communi- 
cant families in this Diocese. There are 
probably more, for these are the figures 
reported for 1956 qccording to the pa- 
rochial reports on file. If the 22,000 were 
all giving at the rate of the highest per- 
centage in the Diocese, the total pledged 
income for the parishes and missions 
would be $2,000,000 more per year than 
the present total income for ali parishes 
and missions from all sources! Since we 
are talking about an achievable goal, one 
that has been achieved in our own Dio- 
cese, it divorces the vision from fantasy 
and gets into the realizable. 

It should be pointed out that several 
factors enter into the great spread in giv- 
ing records. For the most part the mis- 


sions and most of the parishes with the 
highest records had or have immediate 
problems of expansion and building. Many 
parishes apparently have no pressing prob- 
lems and as a result lack the specific and 
immediate appeal other than current oper- 
ating expenses. We all recognize the fact 
that it is comparatively easy to dramatize 
the need for a new building, while it is 
somewhat more difficult to arouse enthu- 
siasm for the on-going program. 

This suggests the possibility of the 
fundamental problem being a long range 
teaching program in Christian Steward- 
ship to the end that every member is 
aware of the needs of others and more 
particularly his own needs. We must 
change a pattern that is deeply ingrained 
in the American culture and the changing 
of cultural values is not to be accomplished 
in one canvass of in One sermon. 


Why a Tithe? 


Because there has been some misunder- 
standing about what the Department of 
Promotion means by tithing we would 
like to repeat what has been said on sev- 
eral occasions. As a basic premise we 
believe that every Christian needs to make 
a whole commitment of self, time, talent 
and possessions to his God and to his 
Church, which is the family of God. 

Furthermore, we believe the Christian 
must have some guiding principle in his 
development as a mature Christian. In 
terms of the giving of possessions we 
believe there is a biblical principle or 
standard, the biblical tithe. As we under- 
stand it this was a law for the Jews and 
was never repudiated by either Jesus or 
the early Apostles and Church Fathers. 
As a matter of fact, the early Christian 
Church reintroduced the tithe as early as 
the time of St. Jerome and St. Augustine. 
Following the lead of the Eastern Church, 
the Western Church recommended the 
tithe at the second Council of Tours, 567 
A.D., and 18 years later it became a law 
with the decisions of the second Council 
of Macon. So far as records show it re- 
mained a law of the Church until the 
principle fell victim to the “Age of Rea- 
son,” weil into the Reformation. 

But it is not law we seek but 
rather Christians who are totally 
committed and therefore without 
need of minimum standards. 

It may be well to recall the words of 
St. Augustine spoken in the 4th century: 
“Our forefathers abounded in plenty be- 
cause they gave Go. tithes and Caesar 
tribute. But now, because our devotion 
toward God has receded, the imposition 
of taxes has advanced. We are unwilling 
to share with God, giving Him the tenth, 
and behold, the whole is taken away from 
us. The tax-gatherer takes from us that 
which Christ received not. Yes, the taxes 
must be paid, but God gets the leftovers.”

Made necessary by the contin- 
ual growth of the parish under its rector, 
the Rev. Oscar Green, the new building 
should be ready for use before the begin- 
ning of the 1958-59 school year. 

The new building is located on the 
church property, immediately adjacent to 
the present church and parish hall, taking 
space which was formerly devoted to park- 
ing. It has been estimated that the total 
cost of the new facility, together with its 
furnishings, will be some $120,000. The 
money for construction was raised by 
members of the parish in a recent building 
fund campaign.

St. Luke’s Begins 
New Drive for Funds 


A fine record of service has been made 
by St. Luke’s Hospital, an Episcopal 
Church-related institution, in its 87 years 
of existence. However, according to 
Joseph Zem, director, ever-increasing de- 
mands have made it necessary to expand 
the present facilities. if such service is to 
be continued. Already a new wing has 
been constructed, which houses the most 
advanced and modern surgery and X-ray 
departments in the West. 

Another needed project is now under 
way. The sections of the hospital which 
formerly encompassed the old surgery, the 
old laboratory and central supply, are be- 
ing completely rehabilitated. They will 
be converted into a section for a recovery 
room, new central sterile supply, an en- 
larged laboratory, and new business and 
administrative offices. The program will 
cost more than $400,000, and a fund- 
raising campaign is now under way to 
assist in its payment. The Women’s Board, 
headed by Mrs. Edwin Hartzell, is actively 
engaged in assisting the Board of Direc- 
tors in the fund drive.

St. Luke’s Begins 
New Drive for Funds 


A fine record of service has been made 
by St. Luke’s Hospital, an Episcopal 
Church-related institution, in its 87 years 
of existence. However, according to 
Joseph Zem, director, ever-increasing de- 
mands have made it necessary to expand 
the present facilities. if such service is to 
be continued. Already a new wing has 
been constructed, which houses the most 
advanced and modern surgery and X-ray 
departments in the West. 

Another needed project is now under 
way. The sections of the hospital which 
formerly encompassed the old surgery, the 
old laboratory and central supply, are be- 
ing completely rehabilitated. They will 
be converted into a section for a recovery 
room, new central sterile supply, an en- 
larged laboratory, and new business and 
administrative offices. The program will 
cost more than $400,000, and a fund- 
raising campaign is now under way to 
assist in its payment. The Women’s Board, 
headed by Mrs. Edwin Hartzell, is actively 
engaged in assisting the Board of Direc- 
tors in the fund drive.

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Berkeley Church Has Unique Ministry; 
St. Clement’s Works With Blind Students

A few years ago a gentleman came to 
see Fr. Henry Thomas about having his 
two daughters, who were just entering the 
State School for the Blind as boarding stu- 
dents, attend St. Clement’s Church School. 
Though the school is only two blocks 
from the church the parish had had no 
previous contact with its personnel as the 
state had not invited the churches to bring 
their services to the school and only a very 
few of the young people had permission to 
go off campus to attend church. It was 
arranged for these two girls so attend 
church school, so the Rector requested 
one of the parishioners, Mrs. Gilbert Jones, 
to go to the Red Cross for the necessary 
training in order to make up the Prayer 
Book services in Braille. Soon other girls 
from the State Shool came to Church 
School and also joined the choir so that 
there was a need for hymns in Braille. 
Copies of the services were made by Mrs. 
Jones. All of this is in loose pages so that 
only those hymns and portions of the serv- 


ice needed can be assembled for each Sun- 
day and won’t make a bulky tome. 


The interest spread to the Church 
School Kindergarten Department when 
Mrs. Cryer had the children make Valen- 
tines to send to the children of their own 
age group at the Blind School. The prin- 
cipal of the school, Dr. Lowenfeldt, wrote 
to thank Mrs. Cryer for working with his 
handicapped ones. He said that nothing 
of the sort had ever been done before, 
and described the great excitement and 
joy in the classrooms when he brought in 
the cards, each with a child’s name on the 
envelope. Now there is one child with 
impaired vision in the Pre-School at St. 
Clement's, so that Mrs. Cryer is attempting 
to make a set of out-sized anagrams with 
Braille letters in the corner to help the 
child work with the class and aid in learn- 
ing the alphabet. 

That news of this work has traveled is 
evidenced by a request from Alaska to get 
hymns to a totally blind Indian woman 
in St. Elizabeth’s Church, Ketchikan; also, 
a woman in San Francisco has asked for 
copies. There was even a request for

The class confirmed numbered 
about 40. I was then privileged to break 
ground at All Saints’, Palo Alto, for the 
construction of additional equipment re- 
quired to house a rapidly growing church 
school. Later in the afternoon I conducted 
a service of institution for the Rev. John 
Duddington at the Stanford Canterbury 
House. The available space in the chapel 
and adjoining rooms was filled with an 
excellent congregation. I, myself, offered 
a little personal prayer of thanksgiving 
that we now have two able and dedicated 
priests with their charming wives serving 
the spiritual needs of our Church’s com- 
municants and affiliates on these two im- 
portant campuses. I dare hope that when 
the campaign for support for these two 
great enterprises is under way the whole 
Diocese and especially the alumni of 
both institutions will respond promptly 
and generously to help us stabilize and 
enlarge the Church's enterprise in what 
we truly believe to be great missionary 
areas of service. 

The rest of my report unhappily ends 
as it began. Having driven myself beyond 
the limits of prudence, I returned ex- 
hausted from the seminarian’s retreat at 
the Bishop’s Ranch and have been con- 
valescing for a few weeks to build back 
reserves that I so imprudently squandered. 
I regret especially that this has added 
greatly to the burden that Bishop Shires 
has so graciously been carrying. In charac- 
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work. Mr. and Mrs. Focht are much be- 
loved by the church and community alike. 
It was a happy day for them in that their 
older boy was presented for confirmation. 

During Lent I have done some extra 
Lenten preaching as at All Souls’, Berke- 
ley (where I also confirmed a supplemen- 
tal class), Grace Cathedral and down town 
at the Mills Tower Lenten services. 

One of the interesting and profitable 
events of the year is our annual confer- 
ence with our seminary students attending 
C.DS.P. This year we have, I believe, 26 

ts amd candidates studying in 
Berkeley and these were the guests of the 
Bishops for a conference and retreat at 
the Bishop’s Ranch from March 13 to 
March 15. The conference this year was 
as fine as usual in the content matter of 
our conferences and in the opportunity 
for Bishops and men to get to know each 
other better. 

On the following Sunday I confirmed 
a fine class at the neighboring parish of 
St. Alban’s, Albany. Under the devoted 
and able leadership of the Rev. John 
Blacklidge, its rector, the parish is grow-~ 
ing and strengthening its foundations. 
They are looking forward eagerly to the 
time when the new church can be built 
on the corner lot now in possession of the 
parish. On Thursday in Passion Week I 
confirmed another class for Canon West 
at the new St. Mark’s Church in Palo Alto. 
It was a stormy night, but the service was 
excellent and well attended. On Saturday 
I had the pleasure of ordaining at St. 
John’s Church, Montclair, the Rev. George 
Eppley, who will be Canon West's assist- 
ant. Due to the wisdom of its leaders, 
St. Mark's has acquired sufficient space to 
provide adequately for its buildings and 
for off-street parking. 

I have looked forward to my confirma- 
tion assignment at San Lorenzo, where this 
new and thriving congregation is meeting 
in the community hall pending the con- 
struction of their new church building. 
About two hundred or more people were 
present for the confirmation on a rain 
morning, almost all identified by a badge 
bearing their names. This method of get- 
ting people in a new church merged hap- 
pily into the fellowship of the congrega- 
tion at once has much to recommend it. 
The Rev. Donald Stauffer, who came to 
us from St. Louis, has been invaluable in 
leading the people through the difficulties 
of this expansion era. After luncheon 
with old friends, Mr. and Mrs. Frank 


teristic fashion he declares to me that he 
is taking everything “in stride.” By the 
time this issue reaches your hands I shall 
hope to be back in circulation again. 
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Baum, in the early afternoon we went to 
St. James’, Fremont, to confirm the largest 
class, I believe, im the history of the church. 
The congregation is now located in their 
new five-acre property, which has on it 
two other attractive buildings besides the 
church, a parish hall and education build- 
ing. We congratulate the Rev. Arthur 
Freeman and his congregation on the real 
progress they have achieved. 


At 5 p.m. we were at St. Peter's, Red- 
wood City, to confirm a large and well 
trained group of children and adults. This 
parish, which has been expanding during 
the past few years under the Rev. Peter 
Boes, still keeps on growing and it is al- 
ways a pleasure to minister in the lovely 
new church. Afterwards we were enter- 
tained happily at dinner by the Senior 
Warden and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Claude 
Salter. 


The last Sunday in March found us at 
St. Michael and All Angels’, Concord, with 
the Rev. Dr. Philip Daunton. It seems 
that I had been there but a few months 
before for a fall confirmation class, and 
now an equally large class was presented. 
Nearly 600 people were present for the 
service in their spacious and lovely new 
church building. A large luncheon for 
the confirmands, vestry and other friends 
was held afterwards at a restaurant in 
town and climaxed a happy morning. In 
the afternoon at Saratoga at our new 
St. Andrew's Mission, the Rev. Roy Stras- 
burger similarly presented a second large 
group to be confirmed. Plans now are 
being laid for the ground-breaking for 
the first new building on their newly- 
acquired acreage in the heart of this 
beautiful corner of the Diocese so favored 
by nature. Afterwards, with other friends, 
we were entertained for dinner by Mr. 
and Mrs. Andrew Hass in their hill-top 
home. These friends I had the privilege 
of marrying over 35 years ago. One of the 
happiest aspets of my Episcopate has been 
the pleasure of seeing so many of those 
to whom I ministeed in parish work years 
ago and now active in church work in 
every corner of the Diocese.

kneels before them, the other Bishops will 
vest him in the remainder of his Episcopal 
attire, and then, standing in a circle about 
him, and led by the Presiding Bishop, they 
will sing the ancient Vens Creator, “Come 
Holy Ghost, our souls inspire ...” At the 
close of this hymn, and following another 
prayer, the Presiding Bishop and other 
Bishops present will lay their hands upon 
the head of the Bishop-elect, and the Pre- 
siding Bishop will say: 


“Receive the Holy Ghost for the 
Office and Work of a Bishop in the

Mite Box Service 
Plans Are Scheduled 


Final plans have been set for the an- 
nual “Mite Box Service” in Grace Cathe- 
dral, and detailed programs are in the 
hands of parish clergy, according to Canon 
Richard Byfield, director of Christian edu- 
cation for the Diocese. The service will 
be held on Saturday afternoon, May 10, 
at 2:30 p.m., with Bishop Block as special 
preacher. The program will also include 
greetings from Bishop Shires. With their 
retirements due later in the year, this will 
mark the final appearance of both bishops 
at the service ingathering of the young- 
sters Lenten offerings. 

Vested acolytes and junior choirs from 
Diocesan churches will make up the pro- 
cession, which will form in the areaway 
at the rear of the Cathedral and will enter 

the rear doors. The service will 
follow the general form of Evening Prayer, 
with congregational singing forming an 
important part. At a point in the service, 
representatives from the various churches 
will come forward and lay tokens of their 
offerings at the altar. 

The annual “Mite Box Service” has be- 
come an important part of the tradition 
of the Diocese of California, and, for the 
past several years, a capacity congregation 
has been on hand. It is a unique opportu- 
nity for the young people of the Church to 
attend worship service in their Cathedral, 
and many of the churches of the Diocese 
have been in the habit of making an all- 
day affair of it, scheduling a picnic or some 
similar activity for earlier in the day. 


‘Pocket Church Directory’ 


Is Now Available 

A Pocket Dérectory of Episcopal 
Churches im the U. S. A. has just been 
published for the first time and by the 
Episcopal Book Club, Nevada, Mo. De- 
signed to help the traveling layman locate 
the nearest church and so conveniently 
fulfill his Prayer Book obligation “to wor- 
ship God every Sunday in his Church,” 
the Pocket Directory lists active churches 
by state and town, with street address and 
telephone numbers. General hospitals of 
the Church are also given, as well as pray- 
ers for the traveler and an identification 
form. 

Consisting of 128 pages and over 7,000 
listings, the Pocket Directory is about the 
size of a Forward “Day-by-Day” booklet 
and can easily fit into a pocket or purse, 
or the glove compartment of an auto- 
mobile. 

Known as “Operation Guiding Star,’ 
the Pocket Directory is the result of 
months of research, correspondence, and 
compilation by a Texas church woman 


who volunteered and gave her services to 
the Episcopal Book Club for the project. 

The Pocket Directory sells for 25c and 
may be purchased at tract cases and parish
